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Power 
fluctuations 
hit area

Ice storms in the northwest comer of the United States knocked out 
power to thousands of homes for extended periods last week. In Didsbury, 
snow and ice have clipped power sources in a series of 
nearly undetectable disconnections, but to date no 
long term outages have occurred. 

Telltale light fixture flickers send computer users 
bolting for the “save” setting, and flashing VCR time 
indicators indicate a power outage has severed the 
connection just long enough to cancel the program 
function. 

For most, the abbreviated breaks have been scarcely 
discernable, but for others, concern is warranted. 

Fire Chief Rick Mousseau, for example, reports 
that careful monitoring of the fire hall page call 
system is a necessity under these conditions, back up 
system notwithstanding. 

What causes these blips on the power map? 

“Ice builds up on power lines causing vibration,” 
explained TransAlta Utilities Service Supervisor Phil PhilipofT. “Conduc¬ 
tors make contact under this condition resulting in brief power outages.” 
Didsbuiy is not the only centre reporting such outages. 

“This is happening on a wide scale,” PhilipofT said. “In Carstairs, Didsbury, 
Olds, Airdrie, Cremona, Crossfield, Cochrane and the City of Calgary.” 


Didsbury Museum 
in pursuit of 
historical status

The Didsbury and District His¬ 
torical Society has received school 
board endorsement in their pur¬ 
suit of historical site status in the 
form of a letter dated November 
18 from the “central office” of the 
Chinook’s Edge School Board in 
Innisfail.

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Cold weather reflected on utility bills

The Olds TransAlta office is 
receiving inquiries about com¬ 
parative power usage for 1996 
over 1995, as citizens plug in ve¬ 
hicles and fire up in-car heaters 
against an unseasonably severe 
round of sub-zero temperatures. 

“November 1996 is certainly 
colder than 1995,” TransAlta 
spokesman Phil Philipoff re¬ 
ported. “Cold weather and power 
consumption are directly related. 
Higher power bills are a reflec¬ 
tion of cold weather and less day¬ 
light hours. | Wei suggest timers 
or thermostatic controlled car 
plug-ins.” 

Air leakage can account for 
one third of total heat loss in the 
average home; this translates 
into an additional $100 to $150 
more dollars spent on home heat¬ 
ing for houses served by natural 
gas- and even more by those us¬ 
ing alternate fuels. Cracks and 
holes around doors and windows 
are costly. Adding up the leaks in 


an average house can equal the 
size of a small window open to 
the elements all winter long. 

“Windows are the biggest 
weak spot in a building,” said 
Rob Falconer, TransAlta’s En¬ 
ergy Matters expert. “Another 
common source of air leakage is 
doors and fireplaces.” 

Sudden drops in temperature 
can lead to a condensation prob¬ 
lem. Ice build-up on windows, a 
dampness or frost on walls and 
doors, or stains on the ceiling 
occur because moist air inside 
hits cold surfaces and cools. The 
solution can be as simple as open¬ 
ing the drapes to improve air 
circulation, or it can be as exten¬ 
sive as to require a new ventila¬ 
tion system be installed to lower 
the interior humidity level. 

This is not the time of year to 
take action on insulation, but it’s 
something to investigate when 
spring rolls around. 

“Look at the age of your 
house,” Falconer said. “If it’s 10 


Effects of 
restructuring 
remain unknown

The impact of budgetary cuts 
and administrative streamlining 
within Health Authority 5 remain 
largely unknown at press time. 

Didsbury hospital staff attend¬ 
ing a meeting last week in the 
downstairs education room were 
afforded a first look at the new 
administrative team pruned and 
slotted into new designations as 
of November first, as the group 
kicked off an introductory speak¬ 
ing circuit throughout the region. 

Chief executive officer James 
Ramsbottom announced that, lo¬ 
cally, selected health programs 
(including Orthopaedics) will be 
temporarily halted, with possible 
re-introduction in the spring. 
However, there were no guaran¬ 
tees that curtailed programs 
would move back into the 
Didsbury facility. 

Ramsbottom said that in 
stream-lining personnel “we tried 
as much as possible not to affect 
anything below management 
level ”, likening the personnel util¬ 
ity to the spokes of a wheel; “No 


one in the program is any more 
important than anyone else.” 

Ramsbottom said he was not 
sure at this date if or how pro¬ 
gram and personnel stream-lin¬ 
ing would impact on Didsbury 
hospital staff position but did say, 
“This is not done in cement- if we 
see a problem, we can make some 
changes.” 

While some programs might 
be moved or axed, Ramsbottom 
said that new programs might be 
introduced. 

“It’s not all “take-away”,” he 
said. 

Under the new regime, there 
will no longer be individual ad¬ 
ministrators representing each 
hospital in the region. Dennis 
Stabbler, former Director of 
Health Services at Didsbury Dis¬ 
trict Health Services has already 
assumed a new position, that of 
Vice President for Program 
Planning and Business Devel¬ 
opment. Ramsbottom said he 
hoped the new structure would 
serve to make the region less 
territorial.

title and the lease for the fenced 
land that the museum sits on and 
the land immediately to the east,” 

Poncia said. “Both of those have a 
six-month clause on them, a can¬ 
cellation clause, that is the status 
of the two sites.

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How healthy are Albertans? 

Health Minister Halvar 
Jonson released the first Report 
on the Health of Albertans last 
Friday. "The purpose of this re¬ 
port is to inform Albertans about 
their current health and the fac¬ 
tors that influence health," said 
Mr. Jonson. 

The report indicates that 
while, Albertans enjoy good 
health, there is room for improve¬ 
ment. For example, there are no¬ 
table differences between the 17 
health regions in areas such as 
infant mortality and accidental 
death. 

"We need to look beyond the 
traditional health sector to de¬ 
velop partnerships among profes¬ 
sionals and organizations that can 
have an impact on our health," 
said Mr. Jonson. 'With combined 
expertise, we have the capacity to 
develop new and innovative solu¬ 
tions to help us achieve our goals 
for health." 


Highlights Horn the report on the heaHh of Albertans 


Health Status 

In general, Albertans enjoy good health compared with other 
Canadians. Albertans have one of the longest life expectancies 
among the provinces (81.4 years for women and 75.5 years for men, 
in 1994 as reported in the Alberta Health 1995-96 Annual Report. 

The health status of Albertans appears to be related to social and 
economic factors, as well as geographic differences. Albertans in 
Calgary and southern areas are generally healthier than those in 
Edmonton and northern areas. Also, Albertans with more formal 
education, and those from higher income families report better 
health than do Albertans who have less education or who have less 
income. 

The health of Alberta newborns is somewhat below the national 
average, as indicated by a higher infant mortality rate and a higher 
percentage of lower birthweight babies. 

Albertans have relatively high rates of accidental death. 

Health Related Behaviors 

Fewer Albertans smoke cigarettes now than in the past, al¬ 
though smoking among teenage girls has increased in recent years. 

Most Albertans do not get sufficient physical exercise to benefit 
their health, and only about 50 per cent of Albertans have a body 
weight within the healthy range. 


The incidence of sexually transmitted disease has decreased in 
recent years. 

Most Albertans use seatbelts all or most of the time; however, 
very few cyclists (age 12 and over) wear helmets. 

Many Albertans engage in appropriate health screening proce¬ 
dures that help detect health problems early, and almost 90 per 
cent of children at age two are appropriately immunized. 

Social, Economic, and Physical Environment 

Alberta ranks favorably (but not first) among the provinces in 
terms of education and family income. 

About 21 per cent of Albertans report highly stressful lives; 
however, 87 per cent also report that they can rely on family and 
friends when problems arise. 

Food and water quality in Alberta is good, and there are rela¬ 
tively few cases of water and food borne diseases reported each 
year. 

The Report on the Health of Albertans will be updated periodi¬ 
cally, making it not only a valuable monitoring tool on the health 
status of Albertans, but also a way of measuring the effectiveness 
of actions to improve and maintain health.

Major exploration 
program proposed

A joint proposal by Canadian 
Energy 88 and Western Geophysi¬ 
cal was presented in outline form 
to County of Mountain View ad¬ 
ministration prior to last week’s 
county council meeting. In ex¬ 
plaining the impact expected on 
the county to council, adminis¬ 
tration said that “Company rep¬ 
resentatives indicate[d] that this 
may be the largest program of 
this nature ever undertaken, and

an effort to facilitate more effec¬ 
tive land drainage, make further 
efforts to do something about wa¬ 
ter backing up at a culvert run¬ 
ning under Hwy 581. 

All parties agreed the land is 
low and flooding has been a 
longstanding trait on these lands. 

The culvert has apparently 
heaved up at the ends forming a 
low “U” shape. 

Formerly the responsibility of 
Alberta Transportation, mainte¬ 
nance of this culvert is now a 
county concern. The Carstairs 
delegation requested that the

It was also 
suggested that a second drain in 
the form of a bored hole alongside 
the culvert sight be drilled.

Carstairs spokesmen responded 
that the funds made available for 
the re-direction project did not 
include funding for culvert low¬ 
ering or replacement. 

It was moved by the county to 
accept information submitted by 
the Carstairs delegation as infor¬ 
mation only.

Acknowledging excellence 

Didsbury’s teachers are an eclec¬ 
tic bunch. Their areas of expertise 
and interest meander all over the 
map. 

Some are outdoorsy folk, spark¬ 
ing interest in flora and fauna that 
(in the absence of their guidance and 
encouragement) their students might 
otherwise never have acknowledged 
as being worthy of further investiga¬ 
tion. 

Some get a personal kick out of 
beating a personal best on a long dis¬ 
tance run triggering emulation in physical perseverance, while 
others find a way to make Shakespeare relevant, or demon¬ 
strate that computers can be used for more than word process¬ 
ing, or even find the means to get students excited about 
physics (something I freely admit to being completely outside 
of my own frame of reference.) 

The point is, many students acknowledge that their lifelong 
interest in music, the environment or drama dates back to the 
influence of one special teacher who saw a spark and ignited it.

No private property allowed

Common Ground

Back in the days when Ray 
Laznick was Commissioner for 
services to children we did a pub¬ 
lic consultation and found people 
were generally concerned around 
four areas in regards to children 
services. 

First of all, there was a sense 
that policy and regulation are 
more important than people and 
that the community had very lit¬ 
tle influence over how or what 
services were delivered. Secondly, 
services tend to be delivered only 
after the harm has occurred or 
the risk is great enough for the 
system to react. Kind of like clos¬ 
ing the barn door too late. 

Then folks looked at how gov¬ 
ernment is currently working. It 
seems that many departments 
have their own programs that 
target children and youth, but 
they all seem to work alone. No 
integration. 

Finally when you look at who 
is using the current system it 
becomes clear right away, with 
52 per cent of children in care 
being aboriginal that there must 
be something awry in whatever 
programs are set up to service 
this population as we only repre¬ 
sent 6 per cent of the population. 

This is where the four "pillars" 
of the redesign of children serv¬ 
ices came from: Community 
Based Services; Early Interven¬ 


tion; Integration; and Improved 
Services to Aboriginals. 

Fine then, no-one really takes 
major exception to any of that. It 
makes good sense for the commu¬ 
nity to respond early enough to 
prevent harm to their children 
and for government departments 
to come together. But I know in 
eastern rural Alberta the aborigi¬ 
nal population is somewhat sparse 
or non-existent, so how does that 
goal apply here? 

I think you will find it very 
interesting to know that past 
adoption practices of Child Wel¬ 
fare and current foster care agree¬ 
ments place a surprising number 
of native kids in rural Alberta. I 
am one of those adoptees. I think 
the reason people don't notice so 
much is not denial or racism, but 
rather a culture of acceptance. 
My dad, the late Rev. A1 Richards 
of Trochu, taught me from a very 
young age that people are just 
people no matter what their color, 
race or religion. And if kids are 
brought up in a good way, it 
doesn't matter where they are or 
what color they are they'll turn 
out okay. 

I think most people would 
agree and I think it explains why 
folks don't take special notice of 
these children. It's because we 
are just another part of the com¬ 
munity. Or are we? 

Our recent history is full of 
poverty, alcoholism, crime and 
family break down. That's why 
the children are with you in the 
first place. Before that, aborigi¬ 


nal culture existed with its own 
language, religion and customs, 
back many thousands of years. 
Some say this identity is born in. 
Unfortunately aboriginal identity 
hasn't been nurtured well in the 
non aboriginal environment. 
While many children grow up this 
way and are fine, many others 
wonder about who they are and 
how they fit in. This may explain 
the extremely high adoption 
breakdown in mixed race adop¬ 
tion situations notably native/non 
native. 

I think this is where communi¬ 
ties can help those kids. Have a 
look around. I think you'll be sur¬ 
prised just how many native chil¬ 
dren are around you. I know I've 
come out of meetings where I've 
been told "we don't have any na¬ 
tives here," and see three playing 
basketball in the school yard. Or 
I've talked to aboriginal people 
who said "It was easier just to say 
I was Italian than admit to being 
an Indian." 

Improving Services to Aborigi¬ 
nals seems like an obvious thing 
on the reserves or in the cities. 
But let's not forget those kids 
who were not able to stay with 
their families and have been 
loved and cared for in your 
communities. They need some 
help in maintaining their iden¬ 
tity as Aboriginal people as 
well. After that there are no 
values finer than rural values 
and these children can be 
given the gift of the best of 
both worlds.

Waterslide delay spoils Christmas 


Dear Editor: 

I have eryoyed the opportu¬ 
nity over the past weeks to speak 
with Albertans to correct miscon¬ 
ceptions about the Register of 
Electors. The Voters List and the 
Register of Voters will not be sold 
to telemarketers, pollsters, or oth¬ 
ers hoping to misuse the informa¬ 
tion. The Legislature has pro¬ 
tected the information in the Reg¬ 
ister by providing for a $100,000 
penalty and the possibility of one 
year in jail for anyone using Reg¬ 
ister information for anything 
other than electoral purposes. 
Administrative and electronic 
safeguards have been developed 
to ensure that this information 
remains confidential. Further¬ 
more, the registered political par¬ 
ties of Alberta will follow stand¬ 
ard principles and procedures to 
safeguard the Lists. 

The Lists given to politicians 
serve the democratic process. 
Candidates use these Lists to com¬ 
municate with voters in conduct¬ 
ing their campaigns. The Lists 
given to the candidates only con¬ 
tain names, addresses and pub¬ 
licly listed telephone numbers 
obtained with the voter's consent. 
Dates of birth, gender (at this 
time, gender is on the Federal 
Lists) and residency data are 
strictly confidential and shall be 
used only by Elections Alberta to 
maintain the Lists and the Regis¬ 


ter. This data is not given to po¬ 
litical parties or candidates. 

Elections in Alberta are com¬ 
pleted in four weeks - a very short 
period of time. Since telephones 
were invented, numbers from 
published directories have been 
added to the Lists by candidates. 
Today in Alberta, where the aver¬ 
age electoral division has 30,000 
voters, looking up telephone num¬ 
bers is time consuming and costly. 
As political parties are funded by 
public donations which are eligi¬ 
ble for tax credits, there are tax 
dollar implications for every 
voter. 

Voters Lists are also a neces¬ 
sary administrative tool. We must 
know who is eligible to vote and 
where they are eligible to vote. 
The poll books are required by 
the Courts in the case of a re¬ 
count or any allegations of voter 
fraud. Albertans must be assured 
that their votes are counted prop¬ 
erly and that elections are free, 
fair and honest. 

Taxpayers should be aware 
that the Register is being devel¬ 
oped to save tax dollars. Creating 
and updating a permanent List 
for use by all levels of govern¬ 
ment for the conduct of elections 
will result in a huge savings by 
eliminating the duplication of 
effforts seen previously, where 
each jurisdiction enumerated 
separately. By eliminating

Dear Honourable Senators: 

As your resume your analysis 
of Bill C-45 on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 15, I want to remind you of 
the millions of Canadians who 
signed petitions calling for the 
elimination of Section 745 of the 
Criminal Code. Section 745 al¬ 
lows convicted killers to apply for 
parole hearings after 15 years of 
a 25-year sentence. 

As representatives of the Ca¬ 
nadian people it is your duty to 
adhere to their wishes. Their 
message to you is loud and clear - 
please reject Bill C-45 and ask for 
a total repeal of Section 745. The 
amendments that have been pro¬ 
posed in this Bill still allow killers 
the unjustifiable opportunity to 
apply for early release. This is not 
acceptable to me, nor to the Ca¬ 


nadian people. Once again, re¬ 
peal is the only solution. 

Approximately 600 convicts 
are soon going to become eligible 
to apply for judicial review. This 
is a problem that is not going to 
go away. By the end of the cen¬ 
tury the judicial system could face 
the possibility of one judicial re¬ 
view hearing per week. 

As you can see, the decision 
you make in the weeks ahead will 
have a tremendous impact on our 
judicial system for many years to 
come. Please take the time to 
consider all the repercussions of 
your final decision.

The Premier must act imme¬ 
diately to curb the negative im¬ 
pact of VLTs on communities 
since the Minister, Steve West, 
refuses to even acknowledge the 
problem. 

Community leaders in Rocky 
Mountain House have banned 
VLTs in their town. The province 
has responded by indicating that 
any community not generating 
revenues from VLTs will have 
their lottery funds reduced. 

"The government’s logic is 
flawed. There will still be lottery 
dollars available to cover costs 
for the Community Facility En¬ 
hancement Program (CFEP) and 
other lottery grant-supported ini¬ 
tiatives for communities. 

Albertans should have the free¬ 
dom to abolish VLTs in their com¬ 


munities without losing lottery 
dollars from their provincial gov¬ 
ernment, Klein should encour¬ 
age, not punish, communities 
that ban VLTs. 

AADAC's own count has 
shown there are about 100,000 
problem gamblers in Alberta. 
Small charitable and community 
organizations are suffering a loss 
in revenue as a result of these 
machines. 

Clearly the societal cost of 
these machines is too high. 
Communities that take the 
initiative to stop the damage 
inflicted by VLTs should not 
be threatened by a Klein gov¬ 
ernment addicted to gambling 
revenues.

save $130,000 million in the next 
six general elections and Alberta 
will save $15 million over the next 
15 years.

November is Family Violence 
Prevention month. Violence is a 
term that is used to describe many 
forms of abuse towards another 
person that results in someone 
getting hurt emotionally or physi¬ 
cally. Relationships with family, 
among friends, or between 
coworkers are very special but 
sometimes these relationships 
result in a form of abuse. Differ¬ 
ent kinds of hurtful relationships 
that may occur include either one 
or a combination of the following. 

Physical Abuse: is where an 
individual purposefully hits, 
punches or physically applies 
force to another resulting in bruis¬ 
ing or injury. 

Emotional Abuse: occurs when 
an individual always taunts, bul¬ 
lies, teases or verbally makes fun 
of another individual causing that 
person to feel stupid or worth¬ 
less. Emotional abuse occurs over 
a long period of time undermin¬ 
ing that person's self image and 


self confidence. 

Sexual Abuse: includes any 
form of unwanted touching, 
sexual advances, encounters or 
exploitation of one person by an¬ 
other person. 

Neglect: occurs when a person 
consistently fails to provide ap¬ 
propriate care to another result¬ 
ing in a significant negative effect 
to the health of that person. 


Through understanding the 
various forms of abuse, where vio¬ 
lence may occur, helps everyone 
to take on the responsibility of 
prevention.

The Region Five Steering 
Committee for the Commis¬ 
sioner of Services to Children 
and Families is pleased to re¬ 
lease Lots of Hugs, the Region 
Five communities' draft Pre¬ 
liminary Service Plan for Chil¬ 
dren and Family Services. The 
plan was developed as part of 
the redesign of child and fam¬ 
ily services that is taking place 
throughout Alberta. Commu¬ 
nity feedback on the document 
is being solicited. 

Lots of Hugs reflects the 
words of more than 400 peo¬ 
ple, including 200 children, 
from across Region 5. Over the 
past year they have discussed 
a vision for children and fami¬ 
lies, what's working and not 
working in the current system 
and what would make things 
better. The results of the dis¬ 
cussions have been compiled 
into the Preliminary Service 
Plan, Lots of Hugs. The docu¬ 
ment is a "work in progress.” 
Community members are in¬ 
vited to read it and provide 
feedback to the Region 5 Steer¬ 
ing Committee. Feedback will 
be incorporated into the docu¬ 
ment prior to its being for¬ 
warded to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for review at the end 
of December 1996. 

Lots of Hugs talks about 
communities where children 
and families are valued and 
respected; where children and 
families are safe; where they 
are treated holistically; where 
they have easy access to a 


range of integrated supports; 
where help is available early; 
and where aboriginal people 
are listened to in making deci¬ 
sions for their children. 

It is a key building block in 
making life better for 13,000 
children in Region 5. Commu¬ 
nity members will continue to 
build upon it as the redesign 
enters phase two of planning 
for children - the more spe¬ 
cific Service Plan. This phase 
of planning will begin in Janu¬ 
ary 1997 and will result in 
decisions relating to what, 
where and how services will 
be provided. Community in¬ 
put will continue to be vital in 
this planning. The final phase 
of planning, and the appoint¬ 
ment of a Child and Family 
Services Authority, who will 
be responsible for overseeing 
the delivery of services to chil¬ 
dren and families, is targeted 
for early 1998. 

The redesign of services for 
children and families is a gov¬ 
ernment/community initia¬ 
tive launched in 1993. The aim 
of the redesign is to create a 
system for the delivery of serv¬ 
ices to children and families 
that is community based, in¬ 
tegrated, focussed on early 
intervention and includes 
services to meet the needs of 
aboriginal children and fami¬ 
lies. The initiative includes 
the departments of Family and 
Social Services, Justice, 
Health and Education. Plan¬ 
ning for the redesign has been 
undertaken by community vol¬ 


unteers throughout Alberta 
spearheaded by a volunteer 
Steering Committee in each 
of 17 regions across the prov¬ 
ince, following the boundaries 
of health authorities.

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Canadian Red Cross launches anneal

The Canadian Red Cross has 
lauanched a nation-wide appeal 
for funds to support relief opera¬ 
tions in Zaire. 

The most recent fighting in 
Zaire has sparked a flood of refu¬ 
gees to the relative safety of 
Mugunga Camp near Goma. 
Overnight, Mugunga's population 
swelled to more than 400,000 
people - almost half the popula¬ 
tion of Calgary. The exhausted 
refugees, who fled on foot with 
few or no personal belongings, 
are in desperate need. 


"The Red Cross is still opera¬ 
tional and having relief ship¬ 
ments flown in every day to the 
area," says Claude Rioux, a del¬ 
egate from Banff who recently 
returned from Goma. Rioux is now 
on standby to return to the region 
to join eight other Canadian Red 
Cross delegates working with the 
International Red Cross to deliver 
food, shelter, water, sanitation 
and medical services to more than 
800,000 refugees in five camps. 

People in southern Alberta 
wanting to help the refugees in 
Zaire can make financial dona¬

Crohn's Disease campaign 


Crohn's disease and Ulcerative 
Colitis are chronic diseases of the 
digestive tract. They tend to hit 
victims in the prime of their lives, 
usually between the ages of 15 
and 35, although children under 
the age of 15 are being diagnosed 
with increasing regularity. 

Alberta hosts a large portion of 
the world renowned research into 


Crohn's disease and Ulcerative 
Colitis funded by the CCFC. The 
Foundation has awarded over $6 
million since 1979 to the Universi¬ 
ties of Calgary and Edmonton. The 
CCFCs ongoing program commit¬ 
ment for l996-99to Albertaresearch- 
ers is over $650,000. 

The CCFC is a non-profit vol¬ 
untary medical research founda¬ 


tion. Its mission is to find the 
cure for Crohn’s disease and Ul¬ 
cerative Colitis. The CCFC pro¬ 
vides education programs for vic¬ 
tims, their families, health pro¬ 
fessionals and the general pub¬ 
lic. The Foundation is the largest 
funding body for inflammatory 
bowel disease research in 
Canada.

Cereal grain storage

Harvest 1996 was not one of 
our average harvests. Many ofyou 
were able to get a good majority of 
your crop off dry, but some came 
off a little tough. The following 
article will give you an idea as to 
how long storage of that tough 
grain will stay in the bin or pile 
before spoilage begins to occur. 

In cereals, loss of quality and 
quantity during storage is caused 
by fungi, insects, rodents and 
mites. Respiration, may in cer¬ 
tain cases, contribute to a loss of 
dry matter during grain storage. 
However, the losses due to respi¬ 
ration are minor compared to 
those caused by living organisms. 

Fungi (molds): are the major 
cause of spoilage in grain. Losses 
caused by fungi in cereal grains 
are related to: 

1. A decreased germination 

2. Discoloration of seed 

3. Heating and mustiness 

4. Biochemical changes 

5. Possible production of toxins 

6. Loss in dry matter 

All these changes may occur 
without the moulds becoming vis¬ 
ible to the naked eye. There are 
two groups of molds that affect 
grain quality, field molds and stor¬ 
age molds. 

Field molds invade kernels 
while the grain is still in the field. 
The field molds cause the discol¬ 
oration of cereal grains often ob¬ 
served in plants exposed to veiy 
moist weather before harvest. In 
addition to affectinggrain appear¬ 
ance, field molds may cause a de¬ 
crease in the germination of the 
grain seeds. 

Field molds damage is com¬ 
pleted by the time the grain is 
harvested, and there is, therefore, 
relatively little that a producer 
can do about it. Once the grain is 
dried, these molds die or become 
inactive. 

Storage molds tire prevalent in 
storage facilities when the grain 
moisture content is too low for 
field molds (less than about 20 
per cent). The moisture and tem¬ 
perature requirements of these 


molds determine the safe storage 
period. By controlling moisture 
content and temperature, molds 
growth is restricted and grain can 
be dried without significant spoil¬ 
age. Grain temperature and mois¬ 
ture content determine the al¬ 
lowable storage time or how long 
grain can be kept before it spoils. 
Figure 1 gives an estimate of how 
much time you have to dry grain 
before it spoils and how long you 
can maintain grain quality in stor¬ 
age. 

Notice that as grain moisture 
content increases for a given tem¬ 
perature, the allowable storage 
time for drying and storage de¬ 
creases. Also, as temperature in¬ 
creases, allowable storage time 
decreases. Mechanical damage to 
grain and the amount of foreign 
material also affects storage time. 
Clean grain and whole seeds are 
more resistant to molds. 

For long term storage grain 
should be dried as soon as possi¬ 
ble after it comes from the field. A 
delay decreases the allowable stor¬ 
age time as show in the following 
examples: 

1. Grain at 22 per cent mois¬ 
ture and a temperature of 21°C 
(70°F) will have approxi¬ 
mately 7 days before it spoils 
(figure 1). 

2. After 5 days the same grain 
is dried to 15 per cent moisture 
and a temperature of 13°C (55°F). 
Only 2/7 of the remaining safe 
storage time remains at 15 per 
cent and 55°F and safe storage is 
240 days, with 2/7 of the safe stor¬ 
age remaining. (240 x 2/7=69 
days). 

Therefore total safe storage for 
the grain in example 1 left 5 days 
before drying would be only 69 + 
5 = 74 days compared to tbe 240 
if it was dried immediately after 
harvest. 

Have a look at the chart to see 
what your temperature and grain 
moisture was. From that you 
should be able to see how long 
safe storage of your crop in the 
bin or in a pile will be.

Next purchase is a big one and bingo 
he has left town. Your goods are sold elsewhere. This is an old scam, 
but appears to be coming around again especially in the electronic and 
computer fields. Small items/high value/hard to identify fits the con 
artist perfectly. 

You can put in some safeguards by following these tips: 

• do a credit check on every new customer 

• check the firm has a physical address - not just a box number and 
check the address does exist 

• is there a Telus listing 

• check with the BBB for a reliability report 

• these reports are free for members. 

Do your checks before the goods are gone.
